SENIOR  HISTORY  CLASS  OF  '60 

It  was  in  the  year,  1948,  when  eleven  present  seniors  first  took  their  places  in  Lagro  School. 
They  were:  Diane  Hostetler,  Joyce  McDaniel,  Larry  Tucker,  Truman  Bitzel,  Junior  Kessler,  Lin 
Parr,  Marlene  Beeks,  Dianna  Ross,  Sandra  Schultz,  Bill  Kerr,  and  Becky  Camp.  Our  teacher  wa: 
Mrs.  Bamberlin. 

Mrs.  Bamberlin  got  tired  of  us  and  pushed  us  onto  Mrs.  Micheals,  our  second  grade  teacher. 
After  this  eventful  year,  Mrs.  Micheals  retired  from  Lagro.    We  learned  how  to  write  and  this 
was  a  great  year  for  the  youngsters  in  the  corners  and  hallways. 

In  the  third  grade  we  had  Lin  Parr's  mother  as  a  teacher.  Hubert  Scott  joined  us  from  Flor- 
ence, Alabama.  Mrs.  Parr  tried  to  teach  us  how  to  tell  time  and  to  multiply.  This  was  a  vety 
hot  year;  we  were  in  the  room  over  the  furnace.  Our  teacher  had  only  one  complaint  to  make. 
She  said  we  scratched  all  the  varnish  and  paint  from  the  floor  with  our  swinging  feet.  This  was 
the  first  year  for  Bible  School.

Mr.  Wall  arranged  our  classes  like  they 
were  upstairs,  so  we  wouldn't  be  completely  lost  in  junior  high. 

It  seems  Hubert  Scott  had  trouble  making  up  his  mind  whether  to  stay  at  Lagro  or  not. 
During  the  last  five  years  he  was  in  and  out  of  Lagro  four  times. 

Finally  after  what  seemed  like  an  eternity,  we  reached  the  seventh  grade.    During  junior 
high  we  acquired  another  student.

Judy  Eiler, 
Janet  Wiles,  Richard  Satterthwaite,  Arden  Boyer,  Danny  Smith,  Jerry  Earhart,  Mary  Oppy,  and 
Ann  Oppy.    Our  officers  this  year  were:    President  -  Richard  Satterthwaite,  Vice  President  -  Judy 
Eiler,  Secretary-Treasurer  -  Dewayne  Cobbs,  Reporters  -  Larry  Tucker  and  Joyce  McDaniel.  Our 
sponsor  was  Mr.  Mesko.    We  enjoyed  a  skating  party  and  a  party  in  Eddie  Shear's  barn.    We 
sold  greeting  cards  to  make  money  for  our  senior  trip.    In  the  class  tourney  we  were  the  Hobos. 
The  cheerleaders  were  -  Joyce  McDaniel,  Sandy  Bechdol,   and  Judy  Eiler.

The  cheerleaders  were:  Maureen 
Tomlinson  and  Becky  Camp.    Joyce  McDaniel  and  Sandy  Bechdol  did  the  Charleston  at  the  half.

Our  big  year  is  finally  here.    Hubert  Scott  from  Collinwood,  Tennessee  rejoined  us  to  com- 
plete our  senior  class.    Our  sponsors  this  year  were  Mrs.  Snyder  and  Mr.  Thompson.    Our  officers 
were:    President  -  Eddie  Shear,  Vice  President  -  Hubeit  Scott,  Secretary-Treasurer  -  Maureen 
Tomlinson,   and  Reportet  -  Larry  Tucker.
